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COUNCIL BAN ON 


TERRITORIAL DEMONSTRATION: 
COLONEL’S STRONG PROTEST 


Col. A. F, Morse, vice-chairman 
of Norfolk Territorial Army As- 
sociation, who commanded the Nor- . 
folk Yeomanry in the Great War, 
made a strong attack on Norwich 
City Coungil at a meeting of Nor- 
wich. National Service Committee. 

It was stated that the Council’s 
Markets Committee had refused the 
Territorial Association the full use 
of the Central Market-place for a 
recruiting demonstration. 

“T feel strongly against the Coun- 
cli, who have done nothing for us,” 
said Col. Morse. “They have turned 
down everything we have asked for. 
We wanted to put up a board on the 
market, but they would have 
nothing to do with it. 

“They will not have loud-spea- 
kers, and now when we want to 
give a show they will not have it. 
T think this ‘Committee should de- 
mand that we have the market 
place,” | 

Mr. H. P. Gowen, a former Lord 
Mayor of Norwich, advocated send-. 
ing “a very strong letter,” and the 
Lord Mayor, Mr. P. E. Curl, said, 
“It is a matter of vital importance.” 

LETTER TO TOWN CLERK 

Col. Morse. said he understood 
the demonstration would consist of 
bands, demonstrations.of the Bren 
gun, ‘anti-aircraft and anti-tank 
guns and bridge ‘building by en- 
gineers. 

It was no good going to the foot- 
ball ground or the cattle market, 
because they were not central en- 
ough. 

It was stated that the Associa- 
tion had been offered.a space on 
the cattle market provided the cost. 
of taking down and re-erecting the 
pens was defrayed. The stalls in 
the market place would be cleared 
for the Sunday May Day meetings.

FOR HONG KONG 
Draft Of. Bill To Authorise’ Establishment 


Scientific 
Laying-Out Of 


Urban 


Areas. 


A Bill which provides for the appointment of a Town 
Planning Board for Hong Kong, and for the 
preparation by that Board of Draft plans for 
the future layout of existing and potential 
urban areas, as well as for the types of building 
suitable for erection, is published in draft form 
in to-day’ 's “Government Gazette.” 

The Bill is intitled an Ordinance for the promotion 
of the health, safety, convenience and general 
welfare of the community by approval of plans 
for the future lay-out of existing and potential 


urban areas, ete. 


It provides that the Governor 
may appoint a Town Planning 
Board consisting of such official 
and unofficial members as he may 
nominate, and may appoint any 
member of, the Board, either 
‘ex officio or personally, as chair- 
man or vice-chairman and any 
pablle officer" ag secretary there- 
or. 

(2) Five members of the Board, 
one of whom must be the chairman 
dy vice-chairman, — shall 
quorum at any meeting 
Board. 

The Board’s draft plans for the 
lay-out of any such area may show 
or make provision for—- 

(a) Streets, railways and other 
main communicatioris ; 

(b) Zones or districts set apart 
for use for yesidental, “commercial, 
industrial or other specified uses; 

(ec) reserves for Government pur- 
poses ; 

(d) Parks, recreation 
and similar open spaces. 

(2) ‘The Board may recommend 
to the Governor in Council the re- 
sumption of any land interfering 
“ with its plans for the lay-out of any 
area; and resumption to avoid such 
interference shall be deemed to be 
resumption. for a public . purpose 
within the meaning of the Crown 
Lands Resumption Ordinance, 1900.
